The Roman Catholic Church and cur 

Among the questions to be dealt with by 
the forthooming Ecumenical Council at Rome 
is the vitally important one of public educa- 
tion. In the “ Apostolic letter”. of July last 
the Pope admonished the faithful that “the 
Christian education of youth” was one of the 


‘subjects to be most “accurately weighed and . 


determined.” What is meant by “the Chris- 
tian education of youth” most of our readers 
will understand. The Roman Catholic the- 
ory is that the system of instruction pursued 
im echools founded and supported by the 
State is a “Godless and heathen” system, 
and not to be favored by Catholic parents. 
The conflicta growing out of this antaco- 
nism of Church and State have already 
caused atrimenious discussions and much 
trouble in several of our large American 
cities, and may in the future become fruit- 
fal sources of mischief. The doctrines of 
the extremists must be abandoned, or the 
regult will be disastrous. All attempts to 
put these doctrines m force will serionsly 
embarrass the operations of our common 
schools, and thus peril the best interests of 
the children of the poor, and at the same 
time the best interests of the Republic. 
The latest manifestation of this antago- 
nism was seen in Cincinnati,where, for some 
months a sharp and bitter controversy has 
been carried on between the Catholic party 
and the School Board of that city. That
